the patient develops sickness, faintness, giddiness, thirst; the skin becomes 
dry and burning. A very high temperature, stertorous breathing and insensibility (either stupor 


or coma) may ensue, 


TREATMENT:. 
If breathing is absent perform artificial respiration. 


If breathing is present, lay patient on his back with his head turned to one side. 
Raise the head and shoulders. 


Remove the patient to a cool,, shady spot, and strip him to the waist. 


Sponge the body with cold water continuously, and apply ice bags to the head and spine 
until the symptoms subside. 


Fan him vigorously. 


When consciousness returns give Epsom or Glauber Salts, a tablespoonful to a tumbler 
of water. 


Give drinks of cold water freely. 
Give no food or fluids whatever by the mouth while the patient is insensible.
